which I had delivered, and added to his former points 
ſome other like(as willingly one errour followeth an- 
other)that is,tharthe'Galathians joining with faith in 
Chriſt circamciſton;as neceflarie rofalvation , might 
notbe ſaved. .Andithar they ofthe Church of Rome 
maybcſaved by ſucha faith of Chriſt as chey had, with 
a generall repentance of al}their errours, norwithſtan= 
ding their.opinien of iuftificatis ir part by their works 
& merits. was neceffarily,though nor willingly drawn 
toſay ſomerhing to the points he obicted againſt ſofid 
dodtine;which) did ;nafhortipeech inthe end of my 
ſermon,wirth proteftacion of fodoing , nor of any fſint- 
ſter ae &ion to any man, burto veare witneſle ro: the 


- truthaccording tomy calling. ' And wiſhed;if the mat- 


terſhouldnecdsfurtherbe deak in., ſome other more 
convenient way might bee taken for it:zwherein, 1 - 
hope, my dealing was manifeſt ro the conſciences 
of all indificrenthearers of me that daie, to haue beene 
according to peace,and without any vncharitableneſſe 
being duly conſidercd. .

The next ſaboth-day after this 2* Hooker keptthe 
way he hadentredinto before,and beſtowed his whole 
houre and more only vpon the queſtions bee had mo- 
ved and mainetained, wherein he {o ſer forth the agree» 
ment of the Church oof Rome with vs,& their diſagree- 
wentfrom vs,as if we bad conſentedin the grearelt, 8 
weighticſtpoints,anddiffered only in certaine ſmaller 
matters: which agreement noted by him in two chicte 
points, 15not 4 ay hee waulde have made men be- 
Cow «. | The oneinthat he faid, they acknowledged al 
menfinnets , even the'bleſſed Virgin, (though tome 
of them freed herfrom ſin;forthe'Councel of Trent 
holdeth that ſhce was free from finne. - Another in 
that he {aid;theytcach Chriſts righteouſneſle to be the 
only mcritoriouscauſe of taking awaiecfinne, and dif- 
fer rom vs onhie in the applying ofit. For Thomas A- 
quinas their chiete ſchoolkeman,and Archbiſhop Cathe- 
r/»us ceach,that Chriſt cooke awaje onlie originall ſin, 
and chat the reſtareto be caken away by ourſelucs; yea 
thecouncel af Frent teacherhthar righteouſnes,wher- 
by weare righteous iy Gods fight, isan inherent righ- 
teouſtefſe : which muſt needes be of our owne works, 
andcanitot be vnderftoode of the righteouſhefle inhe- 
rentonly in Chriſts;perfon , andaccountedvnto vs. 
Moreover heetaughttheſametime, rhat neither rhe 
Galathians,nor the Church of Rome did diredtly over- 
throw the foundation of inſtification by Chriſt alone, 
bur only by conſequent, and therefore might well bee 
faved; orc!ſcneither the Churches of Zntherans, not.

ding to-my expeCtation,and defire', butthathe _ 
to te wrath, and. obieedagainſtit. I thoughrihee 
might haue ſome doubtes , and ſcruples in hunſelfe, 
which yer.if-chey werecleared , hee would cither em- 
brace ſome dodrine, or at leaſt ſuffer it to;hauec his 
courſe;. which-hope of him lnouriſhedſo long as the 
matter wasnot bitterlic, and immodeſtlic handled bes

tower I fate jt it had bin furpriſedby mydefault,More- 
over my publike proteſtation in being vnwilling, that if 
any were not yer atisfied, ſome other more convenice 


way mightbe raken for it, Andlaftly that J had refolued 


the martrer)to hauc proteſted the next Saboth day, that 
I would no more anfwere inthat place any obieRions 
to the doctrine taught by any meanes, - but ſome other 
way fatisfic fuch *.. require it. Theſe I truſt may 
make it appeare,that I failed not induty to authoritic
